IN THE SPECIFICATION 

Page 19, line 6: After the phrase "magnetic layer", delete the numeric "23". 

IN THE CLAIM 

Re. Claim 1 : Before the phrase "magnetic layer" as recited in line 37, delete the 
phrase "first". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed invention such as a process of forming a magnetic 
layer to be a track width defining portion formed on a recording gap layer follow by 
selectively etching through the mask so as to form an end portion of the magnetic layer 
for defining a throat height defining layer and etching the magnetic layer, the gap layer 
and a portion of the first pole layer so that each of the portion of the first magnetic layer, 
the gap layer, the throat height defining layer and the track width defining portion has a 
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width that is taken in the medium facing surface and equal to the track width. The 
closest reference Sasaki (US PAT. 6,560,068) teaches a process of forming a recording 
track width having a width equal to a track width, but fails to teach a magnetic layer to 
be a track width defining portion formed on a recording gap layer follow by selectively 
etching through the mask so as to form an end portion of the magnetic layer for defining 
a throat height defining layer. It is not obvious taken alone or in combination of other 
references fairly to suggest the claimed invention.
